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NEW PUBLICATION FOR PEQUCT-SEPOS WILDLIFE SANCTUARY 


The Curator of the Pequot-sepos Wildlife Sanctuary has felt 
for some time of a need for a more frequent and flexible means of 
communication between the Sanctuary and the Sanctuary membership. 
The Pequot Trails has served nobly and significantly as the primary 
publication of the Sanctuary for the past several years, but money, 
(about $350 per issue) and the time required fcr preparation (about 
three weeks) have limited "Trails" to a quarterly issuance. 


During the course of a year many specific conservation pro- 
blems will arise in this area of Connecticut. Very often these 
problems require the prompt attention of Sanctuary members and other 
interested citizens if something worthwhile is to be achieved. The 
planned purpose of the Pequot Conservationist is to alert the men- 
bership and interested citizenry to these problems and to report on 
activities of the Sanctuary concerning them. In this respect the 
"Conservationist" will be supplemental to the Pequot Trails, a por- 
tion of which will also be devoted to this purpose. When the situa- 
tion warrants, a short special edition of the Pequot Conservationist 
could be produced in a few days. 


The plan (as approved by the Trustees of the Sanctuary) is 
to publish the Pequot Trails tri-annually instead of quarterly and 
with the funds thus saved to publish the Pequot Conservationist 
(approximate cost $60 per issue) also on a tri-annual basis. Not only 
will members receive communication from the Sanctuary six times per 
year rather than four, but also a small annual net saving (approxi- 
mately $170) will accrue to the Sanctuary. 


The planned schedule of publication is as follows:

not in anger but in fury, has documented it with many phctographs (out 
of 142 pages only 33 are devoted to-text), of natural beauties, often 
containing the harmonious structures of men, juxtaposed.to scenes in 
which man has allowed his 'passion for vulgarity frée rein. Many photo- 
graphs are presented without comment-and need none; some become more 
poignant because of appropriate and ironic quotations from such authors 
as Vachel Lindsay, Thoreau, William Cullen Bryant and ‘others. 


The weakness of the photographic’ portion lies in contrasting 
undisturbed scenes with man-made horrors; its strength in the confronting 
of what man can do, working; harmoniously ‘with nature, and what, unfor- 
tunately he has: all too.often done to deface it. But this is a minor — 
fault, in the, book which ‘should. be placed in every public library, every 
primary and Secondary school in the country.

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SUMMER PROGRAM FOR MEMBER CHILDREN

the first time, a formal NATURE -PROGRAM will be presented for member 
chaldren. 


The program is possible this year because of the generous 
commitment of several well-qualified Sanctuary members to assist the 
Curator by serving in the capacity of instructors in their areas of 
special knowledge. Equally generous and important has been the cffer 
of several members to provide transportation in support cocf,the pro- 
gram. 


We think it appropriate te say here again, what we have said 
many times before, that the future of conservation depends upon the 
“Troika - 1) Natural Resource Preservation and Restoration; 2) In- 
telligent appraisal and action regarding population trends;. and 5) 


Youth Conservation Education. 


The Sanctuary has been working in Conservation Education with 
community youth for many years. This work has taken the form of 
talksvand.tours for visiting school,gnoups, Girl Seout;troops, Boy 
Scout troops, Brownies, Cubs and other youth organizations. In-school 
classwork, assembly programs, youth participation in the adult pro- 
grams, and individual counseling have all played a part. 


The new Summer program, nevertheless, is our first formally 
scheduled program of Conservation Education directed exclusively to 
youth. This program has been designed to approach Conservation from 
several special areas of the natural sciences. Ornithology, Botany 
(Ferns and Wildflowers), Herpetology, and Botany (Trees and Shrubs) 
will be considered with one session devoted to each area and with each 
area tied ecologically into its predecessor. The program will terminate 
in a final half-day review in the form of a Field Trip with all instruc- 
ors present. 


The program will, by necessity have to be limited to member 
children age ten or over. If, however, &@ parent wishes to accompany 
a child under age ten, we will be happy to have him or her do sc. A 
detailed schedule for this Program appears on page 4. Parents please 
complete the cut-out form for registering their children found below.
